You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said town 
on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, at Ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. Tochoose all necessary Town Officers and agents for the 
ensuing year. 

2. Tochoose one ‘Trustee of the Boynton Common School 
Fund for full term; also one to fill the unexpired term of O. A. 
Hamblett, deceased. 

3. Yo choose one Trustee of the Stearns Common School Be- 
quest. 

4. To choose one Trustee of the Mason Free Library. 

5. To choose one Trustee of Cemeteries. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Library purposes. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the repair of highways and bridges. 

8. To see if the town will vote to accept the provision of the 
State law necessary to receive the benefit of the State aid for per- 
manent improvement of highways. 

g. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for cemeteries. 
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1o. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Memorial Day. 

11. To see if the town will vote to observe “Old Home Week” 
and raise and arpropriate money for the same. 

12. To see if the town will vote to make any discount on taxes 
if paid at an early date or dates fixed by the town. 

13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 


appropriate for Public Schools.

so that the snow will be prevented from drifting into the roads. 

22. To see if the town will vote to put into proper repair from 
three to six dilapidated horse sheds near the Church if satisfac- 
tory arrangements can be made with the owners of the same, and 
raise and appropriate money for that purpose. 

23. Tosee if the town will authorize the tax collector to en- 
force the collection according to law, of all taxes not paid on or be- 
Peb. rst, 1911; 

24. To see if the town will vote to purchase, lease or unite 
with any town or towns in purchasing, leasing or in any other way 
secure a stone crushing machine to be used in repairing our high- 
ways. 
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
